Senate Committee Pro-

~—Alternate plans under which 
St. Louis may raise additional 
revenues to meet its operating 
expenses on a sound financial 
basis reached the floor of the 

House and Senate today. 
A bill calling for repeal of the 
state income tax and permitting 


Missouri cities and counties to | 


levy the tax on the income of 


residents, was reported unani-— 


mously today by the House Mu- 
nicipal Corporations Committee, 
with a recommendation for pas- 
sage. 

Later, a bill was reported in 
the Senate under which the au- 
_ thority of the city te levy -an 
earnings tax of 4 of 1 per cent 
would be extended to April 1, 
1956, or two years beyond the 
scheduled expiration of the tax 
under the present state enabling 


act. 
Revenue Under 2 Bills. 


The House proposal, introduced | 


by Representative Francis O’Brien 
(x.cp.), of St. Louis, would give 
tae city an estimated $8,000,000 
a year, or about $500,000 a year 
more than the earnings tax is ex- 
pected to bring in. 

Associate City Counselor Au- 
brey Hamilton told the House 
committee that the St. Louis city 
administration is sponsoring the 
earnings tax renewal bill, 
that the income tax proposal is 
“equally acceptable.” 

The House bill would give the 
city a F gpmernciom source of vitally 
needed operating revenues. The 
Darst administration, however, 
has been concentrating its efforts 
on the earnings tax be- 
cause it believes it has a better 
ee for passage in the Legisla- 
ure, 

Many legislators are opposed to 
cutting off the state’s $25,000,000- 
a-year income tax revenue, be-

their one-third share of income 
tax receipts. 

The Darst administration had 
suoght permanent authority to 
levy an earnings tax, asserting 
there is a continuing need for ad- 
ditional revenue to retire the city’s 
deficit, place municipal operations 
on a sound basis, and clear the 
way for the proposed $100,000,000 
a year in civic improvements. 

But the Senate Ways and 
Means committee, in approving 
the measure for passage late yes- 
terday, adopted an amendment 
which would extend the city’s tax- 
ing authority for only two years 
beyond the April 1, 1954, sched- 
uled expiration date under the 
present law. The amendment was 
adopted unanimously. 

Other Provisions of Bill. 


The committee then voted 6 to 
4 to recommend passage of the 
bill in its amended form. Other 
provisiens of the measure remain 
2s proposed by the Darst admin- 
is-ration. 

It provides that the Board of 
Aldermen may levy a tax of one- 
half of 1 per’cent on the gross 
earnings of individuals and net 
earnings of corporations. It elim- 
inates a provision of the present 
state enabling act under which the 
board may allow deductions for 
individual taxpayers and their de- 
pendents. A 

St. Louis is now levying an 
earnings tax of one-half of 1 per 
cent without exemptions, al- 
though it has the right under 
the present state law to impose 
a tax up to 1 per cent, with or 
without exempticns. 

Senator Michael Kinney 
(Dem.) of St. Louis, who is han- 
dling the bills for the Darst ad- 
ministration, said he was disap- 
pointed the committee did not 
approve a bill renewing the tax 
on a permanent basis. He said he 
probably would accept’ the 
amended bill “because it is the 
best we can get.” 

The proposal is now ready for 
action on the floor of the Sen- 
ate. Kinney said he would call it 
up for consideration as soon as 
possible. 

Despite its approval by the 
committee in limited form, the 
bill is certain to face strong op- 
position on the Senate floor. 
Many Senators are opposed to 
the bill because they fear that 
other Missouri municipalities 
may ask for the same authority. 

The three St. Louis County 
Senators also are likely to vote 
against the proposal, because 
county residents must pay the 
tax on all their income earned 
within the city. 

The tax, now under court test, 
is expected to give the city about 
$7,500,000 a year in operating 
revenues,

| DUXFORD, England, March 18 
/(AP)—Two British jet fighters 
‘collided today in view of Presi- 
| dent Josip (Tito) Broz, killing 
| both pilots. 

Then the Yugoslav leader, for 
the first time, saw and heard an- 
other jet crash the sound barrier. 


Britain trotted out its hottest 
military aircraft for inspection by 
Tito, who is eager to get similar 
planes for the Yugoslav air force. 

The collision eccurred during 

_ tight formation flying by Meteors. 
Twenty-four jets in all were in- 
‘volved. As four of the Meteors 
| were changing tion one ran 
tinto the tail another. The 
wreckage fell six miles away 
|from this Royal Air Force air- 
| field in Cambridgeshire, 52 miles 
north of London. 

| When the Meteors returned to 
‘land, Tito saluted the planes in 
tribute to the dead pilots. 

| The accident Wiped the mar- 
| shal’s usual wide smile from his 
face. He leaped up in horror 
as the planes came together. 
Later he was pale and disturbed 
as he entered the officers’ mess 
for a luncheon. 


Second Such Accident. 

It was the second incident of 
its kind Tite has witnessed since 
he left his homeland to pay an 
official visit to Britaii. Six days 
ago, while he was en route here, 
three British naval aircraft 
crashed off Gibraltar. Four men 
were listed as missing and pre- 
sumed dead in that accident. 

Visibility was down to about 
1000 feet at the time of today’s 
crash.. The scattered wreckage 
'of the Meteors sent flames and 
pamome hundreds of feet into the 
air. . 
| Tito, who has some insight into 
Russia's air.might, showed keen 
interest in British equipment and 
flying techniques. 

Also on Tito’s schedule were an 
informal visit to the House of 
Commons, with Prime Minister 
Churchill and Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden as his hosts. 

Tito’s time schedule»was kept 
deliberately vague. This was a 
further security measure by Brit- 
ish police and secret agents, who 
have gone to great lengths to pro- 
tect him from possible assassina- 


tion. 
Talks With Churchill. 

The Yugoslav government chief 
and his foreign minister, Koca 
Popovic, had a two-hour confer- 
ence with Churchill and Eden 
last night at the British Prime 
Ministers’ heavily guarded resi- 
dence at No. 10 Downing street. 

The discussion was said to have 
ranged over the whole field of 
strategy in the cold war with 
Russia, especially in light of the 
recent death of Joseph Stalin.

U.S. MAKES STRONG PROTEST

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
March 18—In the first official 
reaction to Soviet Premier Malen- 


koy’s assurances of Russia’s 
peaceful intentions, the United 
States today challenged the So- 
viet Union to discuss world dis- 
armament “in tangible form” in 
the United Nations if Russia sin- 
cerely wants world arms reduc- 
tion and elimination of atomic 
and bacterial weapons as a way 
to peace. ¥' 


est A. Gress, American del- 
opened the disarmament 


Committee with a prepared state- 
ment which a member of the 
‘United States delegation said had 
been “cleared in Washington” 
after careful examining of Malen- 
kov’s address. Gross recalled that 
Russia this far had blocked all 
U.N. hopes for arms reduction. 

“The Soviet government, both. 
under its past and present lead- 
ership, has talked much about 
‘peace,’ Gross said. “I hope that 
in Prime Minister Maler:kov’s 
speech the word ‘peace’ is used 
as it is understood by the rest of 
the world. There are many ways 
by which this can be put to the 
test by. deeds. Disarmament is 
one of the clearest testing points 
of all.” 

Asks Two Questions. 

Gross asked the Soviet delega- 
tion two questions: 

“Is this the time when the 
Soviet government is willing to 
discuss constructively the ques-

tion of t?” Gross 
wanted to know. 
“Is. this the forum in which 


the Soviet Union will discuss 
. 
form?” 

Gross said he expected no 
‘debaters’ quick. reply” to his 
inquiries, adding that Russia 
should accept the challetige in a 
carefully considered answer. 

Effective disarmament was the 
“best: insurance” against aggres- 
sion, Gross continued. He said 
he was proud of the efforts made 
by the United States and “all 
other members of the Disarma- 
ment Commission except the So- 
viet Union and its followers” to 
attain it. 

Goal Is to Prevent War. 


The goal of disarmament, Gross 
continued, was to prevent war, not 
to regulate armamepts used in 
war. It must remove the means 
of waging war by establishing an 
open and disarmed world. 

To accomplish that end, the 
level of legal military establish- 
ments must be set so low that no 
state would be sufficiently armed 
to start a war, the American 
spokesman - asserted. 

A system Of safeguards must 
be established so that any nation 
surreptitiously preparing for ag- 
gression would become known to 
others, he said. Any other pro- 
gram would be a peril to peace. 

True disarmament must be di- 
rected at the elimination of all 
mass armies and the abolition of 
all agencies of mass destruction 
including atomic, bacterial and 
chemical weapons, Gross said, re- 
calling the General Assembly res- 
olution directing the Disarma- 
ment Commission to pursue that 
objective. : 


Peace Desire Stifled. 


Gross opened his statement by 
observing that the drive for in- 
ternational disarmament was stim- 
ulated by the world arms race 
which is stifling the universal de- 
sire for peace. 

“We are er living in a world 
where armed aggression is taking 
place,” he said. “Whole nations 
are living on despotic rule. Gov- 
ernment regimes opposed to hu- 
man freedom are poisoning men’s 
minds with propaganda. These 
circumstances give disarmament 
first priority. 

“There is no room in this world 
for conquests of nations by other 
nations either by armed might or 
by stealth,” Gross continued. “We 
must exert all efforts to encour- 
age freedom everywhere. 

“Some may think it is foolish 
to renew disarmament negotia- 
tions at a time when the world is 
expanding defense forces and 
building implements of war and

— The Senate Foreign Relations

The unanimous vote was sur- 
in view of the criticism 
that previously had been leveled 
at Bohlen. When the vote came, 
even Senator Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan, who had taken the lead 
in questioning Bohlen, voted for 
him. 


He still must be confirmed by 
a vote by the full Senate. 

Chairman Wiley (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, said the committee vote was 
14 to.0. It followed nearly three 
hours of testimony by Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles and 
another hour of questioning of 
the nominee. 
Dulles reported that an FBI 
investigation “left no do»bt” as 
to Bohlen’s loyalty or security. 
Testifying on the FBI report, one 
required for all high diplomatic 
appointments, Dulles said:

FAIRBANKS, Alaska, March 18 
(AP)—The quick-acting comman- 
der of a United States Air Force 
plane said last night he ordered 
the chief gunner to “fire back” 
when his B-50 bomber was attack- 
ed by a Russian MIG-15 high 
off the coast of Siberia Sunday. 

Lt. Col. Robert S. Rich, 35 
years old, of Baraboo, Wis., said 
at a press conference at Ejielson 
Air Force base near here that he 
tried to escape the attacker with 
a 390-mile-per-hour dive into a 
cloud bank and fired only after 
the MIG had opened up. 

The “attack occurred as the 
United States plane, on a routine 
weather flight, cruised north 25 
miles out to sea from the Siberian 
coast. The Air force said appar- 
ently neither craft was damaged. 

The incident, the first reported 
by the Air Force in which an 
Alaska-based plane had been 
fired on, occurred at 12:30 p.m. 
March 15. (8 p.m. March 14, St. 
Louis time) 

The B-50, on temporary duty 
with the Fifteenth Weather Re- 
connaissance Squadron at Eielson 
from Forbes Field, Topeka, Kan.., 
was approximately 100 miles east 
and slightly north of the huge 
Russian military base at Petro- 
paviovsk on the Kamchatka 
peninsula when attacked. 

Col. Rich gave this account of 
the skirmish: 

The B-50 had flown from Eliel- 
son over the Aleutian isl4nds to 
a point off the Kamchatka pen- 
insula aad had been flying north

coast for 30 to 40 minutes when 
the vapor trails of two planes 
were sighted 10 miles coastward 
from the B-50.

Col. Rich said he ordered the 
pilot of his plane, First Lt. Harry 
F. Welch, of Fort Huron, Mich., 
to dive into a layer of clouds at 
the 10,000 foot level.

DRIFTING TORPEDO 
SIGHTED FROM NEW 
U.S. LUXURY LINER 


LE HAVRE, France, March 18 
(AP)—The liner United States 
breezed past a stray torpedo when 
the ship sailed from here Mon- 
day, port authorities disclosed last 
night. 

The $78,000,000 American lux- 
ury liner, less than a year old, 
radioed harbor officers that the 
drifting torpedo was sighted near 
a lightship 10 miles from Le 
Havre, the officers said. 

_A tug sent out to search for 
the torpedo, found it. A demin- 
ing service team said the torpedo 
had -no nose but still contained 
its explosive charge. Experts 
suggested it may have fallen from 
an overloaded barge or ship deck. 

The message from the liner in- 
dicated the torpedo when spotted 
was about a mile and a half from 
it as it headed for New York.

‘Two Masked Men Fire

Chlorophyll fablets 
were used in dosages 25 times as strong as 
those prescribed, and chemical apparatus was 
used te offset the unreliability of the human 
nose, but the results were the same. 


This has given The British Medical Journal a 


chance to editorialize a bit about “American 
credulity.” But our faith in chlorophyll may not 
be quite as misplaced as the Journal implies. 
The Scottish researchers themselves admitted 
that “the sense of smell ig the most easil 
affected by suggestion.” »

Dulles on U.N. Membership 


In the United Nations General Assembly more 
than ordinary interest may now attach to one 
of the perennial subjects of dispute—the ddmis- 
sion of new members to the U.N. 

The U.N. charter originally contemplated that 
the organization shoyld be wunjversal in mem- 


bership, but that objective has long since been™ 


lost in cold war animesities. Russia vetoed new 
members sponsored by the West, and the West 
has refused to approve new members spon- 
sored by the Soviets. : 


For several sessions now the Russians have 
been proposing to. break the deadlock by ad- 
mitting all applicants together—nine sponsored 
by the Western powers, and five Soviet satel- 
lites.

He said that major 
breweries in other cities would take ad- 
vantage of the fact that Milwaukee beer 
was made with fluoridated water and that 
competitors of the Milwaukee breweriés 
would “spread the word” that Milwaukee 
beers contained fiuorides and might ‘be 
harmful.

“We've got to consider the fact that our 
breweries are a big industry. They are 
important to the city’s economy and to em- 
ployment. We should not do that 
might injure them,” he said. 

Meyers said that Milwaukee should wait 
before fluoridating its water.

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RESIGNATION OF CHEF 


Eisenhower Asks David L. 
Cole to Stayon Until 
Successor Is Named. 


WASHINGTON, March 18 (AP) 
~- President Eisenhower has ac- 
c@pted the resignation of David 
L. Cole, Paterson (N.J.), labor 
expert, as director of the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation Serv- 
ice. 
Cole, who has served on gov- 
ernment panels_in labor disputes 
involving the coal, steel, railroad 
and air transport industries, was 
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asked to remain at the mediation 
post until a successor is named. 
This may take until May 1. 
Meanwhile, Cole planned to cir- 
culate among the 200 or more 
federal mediators copies of Eisen- 


hower’s. letter which said it was 
necessary that the mediation 
agency maintain the highest stand- 
ard of impartiality and effective- 
ness. 

The mediation service is res- 
ponsible for handling big labor 
disputes and. seeking to prevent 
labor-managément strife. Cole 
has headed.the agency since last 
October, when he succeeded Cyrus 
S. Ching. Ching had been director 
for five years. Cole was reported 
to have proteste? te the White 
House several weeks ago about 
rumors that some Republican 
members of Congress wanted 
wholesale’ discharge of mediators 
to fill the jobs with’ political ap- 


pointees. ‘ 

Cole ig understood to have re- 
fused to clear appointments of 
mediators with Senator H. Alex- 
ander Smith (Rep.), New Jersey, 
chairman of the Senate Labor 
Committee. Smith conferred re- 
cently on the matter with Sher- 
man Adams, assistant to Eisen- 
hower. 

Eisenhower's letter yesterday 
accepting Cole's resignation 
thanked him for offering to stay 
on until his successor is named. 
The President also asked Cole to 
be available for “consultation in 
some of the difficult situations 
that iaay arise.” 

Cole was reported seeking an 
early appointment with Eisen- 
hower to suggest changes in the 
Taft-Hartley act with respect to 
handling national emergency la- 
bor disputes.

bly. Similar bills, excepting the 
investigation feature, were passed 
by the 1951 Legislature but Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson vefoed them, 

The current measures must. 
passed yet by the Senate and the 
House ore they come U der 
Gov. William G._ Stratton's 
scrutiny. 

Senator Paul Broyles, Mount 
Vernon Republican and principal 
sponsor of the anti-subversive 
legislation, said the main bill 
gives Communists “the choice of 
resigning from the conspiracy or 
going to jail.” Rabbi Jacob Wein- 
stein of the Chicago K.A.M. Tem- 
ple said the bills would “lead us 
oh endless and fruitless witch 
hunts.” 

The Rev Joseph Albrecht of 
Pekin, Methodist pastor who took 
issue recently with a parishioner 
of his, Red-hunting Chairman 
Velde of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee, said the 
main bill sets up “guilt by asso- 
ciation” and “thought control.” 
He modified his stand to the 
measure, somewhat by approving 
punishment for membership in 
subversive organizations, provid- 
ed it was proved such member- 
ship was knowingly held.

The Nation's Health 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


ESPITE what you sometimes see and read about the fail- 
D ings of individual doctors, the health of Americans was at 

its peak in 1952. Medical care in the United States, as 
reflected by fewer deaths from disease, is still the best in the 
world. “Dr. Louis I. Dublin, statistician for the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Co., has recently released the disease and death 
totals for 1952. He claims that there are continuing good pros- 
pects for 1953. _ . 

The over-all death rate for 1952 was probably the lowest in 
‘history, despite an increased number of older persons in the 
population,. For the fifth year in succession, the defth rate has 
been below 10 per 1000 population. , 

This is quite a remarkable change, being about half the 
Geath rate of 40 years ago.

TUBERCULOSIS CONTINUES its rapid decline as a cause 
of death. In 1952, the death rate from tuberculosis was half 
what it was in 1946 and a third of the rate for 1838. In actual 
numbers, it was less than 18 per 100,000 population. This is 
an astonishing decrease of 94 per cent out of the yearly toll of 
40 years ago. 

Chances of having a live baby and a mother living through 
childbirth have increased nearly 400 per cent in the past 10 
years. More than 99.3 per cent of the women who had live 
babies lived themselves through childbirth in 1952. This is 
actually a world’s record never before achieved in histery. Nor 
can any other country in the world now accurately claim a 
greater safety for mothers having babies. 

The babies and children noW are almost free from death 
caused by such formerly common contagious diseases as diph- 
theria, whooping cough and ‘scarlet fever. In 1952, the death 
rate from these diseases remained at the all-time low of one 
child per 200,000. “This is a 99 per cent lower mortality than 
that of 40 years ago. 

’ x * * 

THOUGH THERE WERE more cases of polio in 1952 than 
ever before (more than 57,000 cases in the United States), the 
death rate was low. Present research results show that in the 
next two or three years there probably will be a practical 
method for preventing polio. It is, however, unlikely that any 
polio vaceine or gamma globulin protectjof will be generally 
available for the summer and autumn of 1953. 

Though there were more older people and considerable 
hot weather in 1952, the death rate from the so-called degen- 
erative diseases of middle life and older did not change. 

Neither did the death rate from accidents change. They 
are x major cause of death. About 95,000 persons died last 
year in accidents. This was about 1000 more than in 1951. 
The death rate did not change because the population was 
larger. 

Dr. Dublin reports that 1952 was unusual in showing a 
decline in the death rate from. each of the major chronic dis- 
eases Of middle and later adult life. Fewer people per popula- 
tion unit died from cancer, heart artery diseases, and diabetes 
in 1952. This is particularly noteworthy considering the larger 
proportion of older people now alive.

Had Copied Another Person's Book

“When I started the Service 20 
years ago this last January, I had 
20 publishers sending me galley 
proofs in advance of their books 
and 10 booksellers with enough 
imagination to see the possibili- 
ties of the service and enough 
faith to be willing to give it a 
chance,” Miss Kirkus, a hand- 
some, white-haired woman with a 
warm personality and a ready wit, 
said. “Today more than 1500 
bodksellers and libraries subscribe 
to the Service and more than 90 
publishers furnish ys with galley 
proofs of their forthcoming 
books.” 


In the Bookshop Service bulle- 
tins, which last year covered 
more than 3400 books, buyers for 
bookstores ‘and libraries have a 
guide to forthcoming books and 
are thus enabled to place their 
orders well in advance of publi- 
cation and take advantage of 
Pre-publication discounts offered 
by publishers, Miss Kirkus ex- 
plains. 

Well known as a speaker and 
lecture before women’s clubs 
and civic organizations, she re- 
cently received considerable pub- 
licity when she uncovered an un- 
usual case of plagiarism. 

During the evening of the day 
after Christmas she was reading
